WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.— The fifty- 


fourth congress began its public sessions 
at 
noon today. 
The galleries were 


crowded. For the third time in the last 
twenty-five years the popular will has 
found expression in a reversal of political 
dominance and the new congress was 
called to order with the Democratic as- 
cendancy in the senate on the point of 
disappearing and the house overwhel- 
mingly Republican. There were fifteen 
new faces among the senators, not count- 
ing Chillon of Texas, who occupies the 
seat he once had before by appointment- 
There are in addition thirteen re-elected 
senators. The rehabilitated senate cham- 
ber had quite changed 
appearance. 


This 
arose 
as 
much 
from 
the 


re-arranging 
of 
the 
seats 
of 


those who rema:ned as from the absence 
of the familiar faces of those who had 
been retired. In the house of representa- 
tives changes were still more marked. 
One of the features which provoked com" 
merit from the galleries was the youthful 
appearance of many of the new members. 
Several states have sent as representatives 
men who are still in their twenties, proba- 
bly two score of others are under forty. 
In point of age the present House is the 
youngest known in the history of Ameri- 
can legislation. The boyish appearing 
members, bright-faced, intelligent look- 
ing, well groomed, like college men. 
Most of them presented a striking contrast 
in their youthful appearance to their 
veteran associates.

pointed one from each ward as a commit- 
tee on credentials as follows: George 
French, Thomas Botterworth, F. C. Hos- 
ford, P. M. Farley, H. C. Bliss, H. H. 
Hanley, M. V. N. Braman. 


George French reported for the com- 


mittee on credentials sixty-one delegates 
present. AH wards were fully represented 
by delegates with properly siloed creden- 
tial eicept ward 2, TS'J#-3l» .had ,pne> man 
present without a credential. ' That man 
was admitted. The numbor sLyr-bne was 
questioned, as the oonventioHlnly calls 
for forty-nine. The chair referred humor- 
ously to the surplus present as office seek- 
ers. It was hinted that those' not dele- 
gates should withdraw. 
There was a 


strong sentiment against thiB and it was 
voted the convention be open to the pub- 
lic. 


Col. A. Potter suggested after this that 


the convention begin its work by nomi- 
nating the candidate for mayor. He 
pointed out the desirability of establish- 
ing high precedents and spoke of the 
character of men that should be elected 
to office. He pointed out the responsi- 
bility that will rest on the first mayor, and 
the character and ability of the man that 
should fill the office. He took pleasure in 
presenting Albert C. Houghton ior that 
office and moved that he be nominated by 
acclamation. 


A. M. Whipple spoke as a Republican 


and had nothing to say against 
Mr. 


Houghton's ability, but he he expressed 
some surprise that a Republican be not 
nominated. 
Hundreds, he said, 
had 


spoken to him of the matter. He moved 
that an informal ballot be taken on the 
nomination for mayor so that it cannot be 
said that a plan proposed by men who 
had no business to do it had been thrust 
on the convention. His amendment was 
carried by a six to one vote and a ballot 
for mayor was proceeded with. These 
men were appointed tellers: A. M. Whip- 
pie, S. S. Joy, J. H. Flagg, W. F. Darby, 
F. W. Reed. D. J. Brown and Thomas 
Mort. 


A. M. Whipple reported the result of 


the informal ballot as follows: H. T. 
Cady 12, Col. Potter 4, Col. Bracewell 3 
and A. C. Houghton 30. Col. Potter then 
renewed his motion that as candidate for 
mayor A. C. Houghton be nominated by 
acclamation. 


C. W. Dennett, as a lifelong Republican 


said he would vote for Mr. Houghton and 
in doing so did not believe he sacrificed 
his Republicanism. A rising vote was 
taken and it was unanimous. 


On the nomination of seven Councilmen 


for three years, S. P. Thayer moved that 
a roll-call of wards be made and that the

A No-License Movement Started Saturday 


Night. 


A no-license movement was started Sat- 


urday night in the parlors of the Y. M.

Mr. Darby 
did most of the missionary work and most 
of the inviting. About a dozen, or per- 
haps a little over that number attended 
the meeting in response to the invitations.

"Moulders of Public 


Opinion." 


WITNESSING 
TO 
THE 
TRUTH. 


History Makers Divided Into Two Classes. 


Teachers are Simply Witnesses to 


the Truth. Truth Is of God 


and Divine, 


An unusually large congregation gath- 


ered in the Universalist church last night 
to hear Rev. A. B. Church preach on "Are 
we misrepresenting or witnessing to the 
truth." There was a special music pro- 
gram also, which no doubt had its attrac- 
tions. 
Mr. Church chose as his text, 


John, eighteenth and thirty-seventh. The 
words of the verse particularly applicable 
to the subject are tuose of Jesus to Pilate: 


To this end was I born, and for this cause came 


I into Hie world that I should bear witness unto 
the truth. 


Mr. Church said that the men and 


women who have helped to make history, 
who helped to establish the kingdom of 
God among men, can be divided into 
two classes. 
The first class are those 


who 
bear 
witness 
to 
the 
truth; 


those who find a little truth and bear wit- 
ness to it. He cares not whether he is a 
Newton or Jesus, no man has created 
anything. When God spake the word all 
was created, and all that can be done is to 
reveal. Teachers are simply witnesses to 
the truth, no matter whether in mathe- 
matics, philosophy or any science. All 
law is the formal statement of the dis- 
covery of God's law. 
Legislators should 


study in society the God-given relations 
and then the legislature would be the 
mere formal statement of these relation- 
ships. 


The second division of the men and 


women who have helped to make history 
and establish God's kingdom, Mr. Church 
would class the executors of truth; those 
who not only witness the truth, but exe- 
cute lit. His main thoughts, though, 
were

It may be ignorance, 
some may plead. There is no excuse for 
ignorance there. Ignorance in such cases 
is comical. If the action taints character 
there is no excuse for making mistakes. 


Christ is speaking to us as oi'old. We 


know enough of truth to live better than 
we are doing. 
Are we witnessing to 


what we know or are we misrepresenting 
it? When a man runs for office we Know 
if he is a fit man. Do we cast our ballots 
for him according to party or conviction ? 
When we see a great deal that is being 
done, we understand how we progress 
and how merciful God is. Is it not be- 
cause of the innocents, of the cattle arid 
the flowers, that the sun shines and the 
rain falls on us? God .has given us cer- 
tain powers of mind, soul and convictions \ 
which are of his tp-irit. Are we to wit- " 
ness to them or misrepresent them to the 
world?

OUR BEST MEN NEEDED. 


The nominations of the Republican con- 


vention are before our people now; t':e 
nominations of the Democratic convention 
•will be within a few hoars. Prom these 
two sources will come the names of those 
who will constitute and organize onr first 
city government. With these names 
before him it will become the duty of 
every voter, having the welfare of our 
city sincerely at heart, to decide after 
careful consideration upon the candidates 
most worthy of his vote. 


As strongly Republican as we are and 


as much as we would delight to see a 
wholly good Republican ticket elected in 
its entirety, it would be an expectation 
based upon folly to expect such a thing at 
this time, even if the ticket were stronger 
than it is, when no great principle is in- 
volved and when matters of far more vital 
importance than mere partisan develop- 
ment are absorbing the locally patriotic 
devotion of onr community. As com- 
mendable as was the work of onr own 
party convention, in the main, we are 
frank enough to admit it was not wholly 
perfect. Under our popular form of gov- 
ernment when long lists of candidates 
are to be named from among our neigh- 
bors, our social and political friends, the 
work of such nominating bodies, made up 
of our own citizens, never can attain per- 
fection. We want to have the convention 
of the other party tonight do better if it 
can. We do not believe it can or will. 


But we believe that between the two

We have the very best of timber 
at hand; between the two conventions 
the choicest of it should be brought out 
lor starting aright the foundation of our 
city.

Arabian Rebels Are Placing the Sul- 


tan's Throne In Danger. 


No More Warships Going Into 


the Dardanelles. 


Wily Turks Have Not Failed to Note That 


Powers Are Not In Concert 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 3.— A letter from 


Adeu, Arabia, gives details o£ the Arme- 
nian revolt against the sultan in Yemen, 
the coffee-growing district ot southwest- 
ern Arabia. 


TUe importance of the outbreak lies In 


Its proximity to Mecca. The loss to the 
sultan ot the Mussulman Holy City would 
probably niaan his deposition. Heuoc the 
strenuous official denials which have been 
made of the existence of the rebellion. 


BO far the revolt has boon conflned to 


the district around Xthamer, two days' 
journey from Saana, the capital of Ycmon. 
The rebels number 40,000 Arabs, armed 
with Martini anil Snydtr rifles and led by 
Sayyid, a pretender to the imauuship of tho 
Yemen country, who wields a great influ- 
ence, niul sum-ptitiously collects tribute or 
tares from all Arab tribes under Turkish 
ruin. 
blc thousand Turkish troops recently 


arrived at Saa.ua from Constantinople, 
and wore distributed among the garrisons 
In the Khamor district. 


The rebels had already captured, after 


severe fighting and great bloodshed, two 
Turkish forts 'it Khamer and Bulbuda. 
In the latter 300 Turks were killed. The 
garrison fled to Masmer and begged the 
25 sheiks there to heir to recapture Bal- 
buda. 
The sheiks refused, and were 


taken to Saana and imprisoned. 


The wires are constantly cut, and Say- 


yid, the pretender, burns the letters and 
presents which the sultan sends. 


England's Backward Step. 


It has not yet been conclusively de- 


veloped here what is to be the effect on the 
disordered state of the empire of the re- 
linquiahmonf, temporarily, at least, of 
tho purpose of the powers to introduce 
gnardships into the Dardanelles for the 
protection of foreigners in the domains of 
the sultan. 


The ordering back to Salonlca bay of 


the British gunboat Dryad, which had 
been ordered up to the Dardanelles at the 
request of Ambassador Currle, in antici- 
pation of the promised granting of the 
fh'iimns by the sultan for warships to pass 
through, is officially explained on the 
ground that the proposed action would do 
more harm than good by inflaming the 
fanaticism of the Turks against foreigners 
on account of the supposed aftront to the 
sultan of what would, in effect, have 
amounted to a naval demonstration 
against Constantinople. 


The effect of the abandonment of its 


purpose by Great Britain on the situation 
in Turkey is awaited with anxiety and 
great interest. The question of guard- 
ships seems at a standstill for the present, 
though the threat of Sir Philip Currie to 
renew his 
purpose 
unless foreigners 


should be exempt from outrage is still 
open. 


Whnre the Sultan Getg Conragft. 


Undoubtedly one effect of tho ordering 


back of the Dryad to Salonioa is the sul- 
tan's disbelief in thffconeert of the powers 
in their attitude to.ward Turkey. The 
sultan is known to have been skeptical as 
to this concert, for some time past, and, it 
is said, has based' his long-continued op- 
position to Great Britain's demands upon 
a belief that no such concert existed, or 
that it could not endure for any length of 
time. This uelicf cannot but have been In 
part conflnrcd by Great Britain's with- 
drawal of her deniand after it had been so 
strenuously pressed to the very verge of a 
crisis. 


Whether Great Britain Is influenced by 


the alleged danger to foreigners from fa- 
natic Turks which would ensue upon the 
proposed demonstration, or whether she has 
learned to doubt tho approval of her action 
which might bu accorded by the other 
powers, is therefore a question which is not 
decided upon by both sides. 


United Stnles Minister Terrell has rn- 


ceived a dispatch from(*Aiutab which 
states tlint American missionaries are 
snl'c, and were unharmed in the recent 
massacres and have not required the serv- 
ices of special guards. 


Reports of n fanatical outbreak In 


Cesarea have created anxiety as to the 
safety of the American mission there, and 
Minister Terrell has wired an inquiry to 
which an answer ie still awaited. 


It is stated that the American admiral 


at Smyrna recently asked permission to 
bring an ironclad to Constantinople to 
visit the sultan, but permission was re- 
fused. 


The non-arrival of private letters from 


Kharpoot and Slvns also has a disquieting 
effect. Official dispatches describe a con- 
flict in Siloa, a rillayet of Sivas, in which 
four Mussulmans and four Armenians 
were killed, and another at Endorin, 
where Armenian 
rebels attacked the 


town, burned ,the government buildings 
and pillaged the Mussulman villages in 
tho vicinity o. Pias. 
Troops havu been 


sent to repress the outbreak.

Even Slow Changing Senate 


Shows the Bout. 


A Brief Review of Some ol tha Prominent 


Changes to Bo Seen. 


N, Dee. 2.—Tho first week of 


the Fifty-fourth congress, which convened 
at noon today, promises nothing nt cither 
end of the Capitol in the way of actual 
legislntion. The time before the Christ- 
mas holidays is usually devoted to pre- 
liminary matters, and the work of tho 
sesaiou does not begin until after the re- 
cess. Tho new congress will probably not 
be aa exception to this rule. 


Speaker Heed says that tho house com- 


mittees will not be announced this week. 
with perhaps a single exception—the com- 
mittee oil rules. This committee formu- 
lates the rules which are to govern the 
house during its sessions, and it is cus- 
tomary for the speaker to name it during 
the first week iu order that it can imme- 
diately begin its work. 


While it is believed that the rules of the 


Fifty-first 
congress, over which 
Mr. 


Kced presided, will be reported for the 
guidance of the present house, a few 
changes will be made, as a result of ex- 
perience, which are 
designed 
to still 


further improve tho house machinery and 
tho facilitation of public business. 


The clerk of the last house called the 


house to order today. 
After the rollcall, 


the election of- officers nominated by the 
Republican caucus last Saturday occurred, 
and, as soon as Mr. Koed was formally in- 
stalled as speaker, the drawing of seats, 
which is kuown as tho congressional 
"raffle," followed. 


The reading of the president's message 


will consume tomorrow, and at its con- 
elusion tho house will probably adjourn 
until Thursday, and on convening Thurs- 
day will adjourn until next Monday. 
These adjournments will continue prob- 
ably until the committees are announced. 
This is tho program, but the unexpected 
might occur, as it BO often does in tho 
house, if some aspiring member should 
introduce a stusntioual resolution and ask 
for its immediate consideration. 


It is not probable that the first week of 


congress will witness much serious effort 
at legislative work in the senate. If any- 
thing would bo accomplished beyond the 
receipts of the president's message and tho 
recess nominations and the introduction 
of bills, the session would be an exceptio^n 
in tho history of tho senate. 


In view of the fact that the message will 


not be received until tomorrow, the pro- 
ceedings today consisted in the swearing 
in of new members who were present and 
the appointment of a committee to wait 
upon the president. 
The message will bo 


read tomorrow, and the brief sessions on 
Wednesday and Thursday will bo dovoted 
largely to the introduction ot bills, of 
which there will be several hundred. 


The Rout of the Democratic Farty 


in the congressional elections last fall bo- 
came apparent for the first time to tho 
naked eye when the new house of repre- 
sentatives assembled today. 


No such revolution in the personnel of 


the members has occurred iu recent years 
at least. Exactly 163 new faces appeared 
in a total of 356 members. Some of tho 
oldest and most tried leaders among tho 
Democrats wore swept out by the tide 
which rolled up a Republican majority of 
140 in the Fifty-fourth house. O£ 94 dis- 
tricts north of Mason and Dixon's lino 
whiclr wore represented by Democrats in 
the last congress but 18 returned Dem- 
ocrats to the new house. 


In the house tho Bepublicans control 31 


of the 44 state delegations, which insures 
them the next presidency should the elec- 
tion be thrown into the house. They have 
£0 solid delegations, while tho Democrats 
have but four. In the once "solid south" 
the Kentmcky and Tennessee delegations 
are almost evenly divided. 
In North 


Carolina and Missouri the Republicans 
control. The West Virginia delegation is 
solidly Republican. Texas and Virginia 
each has a Eepublican, and South Caro- 
lina and Alabama seud Populists. Tho 
number of Populists in the house is re- 
duced from 13 to 6. 


Among those whose long service or 


striking personalities make their absence 
in the newly assembled house most notice- 
able are such grizzled old veterans as 
Judge Holman of Indiana, the "father of 
the house," and ''the watchdog of the 
treasury," General Dan Sickles of New 
York, "Silver Dick" Bland of Missouri, 
William M. Springer of Illinois, General 
Hooker of Mississippi and General Hatch 
of Missouri. Others there were whoso 
term of service was shorter, but whose 
talent and ability made them cxception- 
ably prominent, like William L. Wilson 
or Bourko Cockraa of New York. Then 
there were such men as William J. Bryan, 
Tom Johnson, Champ Clark of Missouri, 
"Buck" Kilgoro of Texas, Dan Lookwood 
of Buffalo, President Cleveland's old part- 
ner; Michael Harter of Ohio, Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, General Tracey of Albany, 
Outhwaite of Ohio, Enloe of Tennessee, 
Geary of California, Late Pence of Colo- 
rado, Dr.% Everett of Massachusetts, Car- 
uth of Kentucky and W. C. P. Breokin- 
ridge of the same state, and Jerry Simp- 
son, the leading Populist of the house. 


Fresh Blood. 


These and many others are gone, but 


there are new men of as striking ability, 
as interesting history or peculiarities to 
take their pluces. Among them are Gen- 
eral Walker, the Republican from Vir- 
ginia, a Confederate soldier, who assumed 
command ot Stonewall Jackson's brigade 
after the latter was shot at Chancellors- 
ville; George L. Wellington of Maryland, 
who is prominently mentioned as the suc- 
cessor to Senator Gibson; William E. 
Barrett, who has made his mark in 
speaker of the Massachusetts legislature; 
George P. Harrison, General Gates' suc- 
cessor In Alaoama, who was the youngesi 
brigadier general in the Confederate army, 
and who is a bright lawyer and grand 
master Mason; William C. Owons, Breoic- 
inridgo's 
successor 
from 
Kentucky; 


George N. Southwick of Albany, who is 


ttin yuuiJKi-SG UUMUUUI ut me presuat HuuaC, 
and therefore the "baby." He is but 25.

The presence of new blood is quite as 


noticeable in the usually slow changing 
senate as in the house. Among the most 
noticeable of the absentees arc Untleruf 
South Carolina, Ransom of North Caro- 
lina, Coke of Texas, Dolph of Oregon, 
Manderson of Nebraska and McPliersou 
of New Jersey. Of the 30 senators whose 
terms expired on March 4 last, only 13 
wero re-elected. 


The new men are Augustus O. Bacon of 


Georgia, who succeeds Patrick Walsh; 
Baker of Kansas, vice Martin; Butler of 
North Carolina, vlco Ransom; Captor of 
Montana, vice Power; Cliiltou of Texas, 
vice Coke; Elklns of West Virginia, Vice 
Cnmden; Genrof Iowa, vice Wilson; Mo- 
Brido of Oregon, vice Dolph; Martin of 
Virginia, vice Hunter; Nelson of Minne- 
sota, vice Washbiirn; Sewell of New 
Jersey, vice McPheraonj Thurston of Ne- 
braska, vice Ifftnderson; Tillman of South 
Carolina, vice Butler; Walthall of Miss- 
issippi, vice'MeLaurin; Warren of Wyo- 
ming, vice .Carey; Wetmora of Rhode 
Islai\l, vice Dixoa.

of the last session. These five added to 
the 17 who assumed their duties today con- 
stitute just one-fourth of the senate, which 
is probably an unprecedented addition of 
fresh blood. 


The preponderance of seats on the Re- 


publican side was noticeable, three having 
bee i; transferred from the Democratic 
divison. In consequence of this change 
the extreme back row of the Republican 
side of the chamber, which is known as 
"Pike's Peak," because It was first filled 
by senators from newly admitted western 
Btutes, has again taken on the proportions 
of the Fifty-first congress.
